Twenty-five years airo North Carolina was a poverty-stricken 


state. A Waco manufacturer furnishes the information that 
there is one county in North Carolina that has- built its 110th 
cotton mill in the past few years. 


'Tie scored again when he furnished the information that 


Texas consumes less than .'J per cent of its production of cotton, 
while the mills of North and South Carolina consume several 
hundred thousand bales in addition to their production. 


It is proposed to submit a constitutional amendment to the

Ninety-three delegates to the constitu- 
tional convention are to be chosen, three being from each sen- 
atorial district, to be- selected by district vote at an election to 
be held the second Saturday in March, "1925. There is no pro- 
vision made in the resolution for the election of delegates at 
large. There are 31 senators. Ten arc for a new constitution, 
10 are undecided, and 11 are up in the air.
